An extensive and valuable portion of 
our unfortunate town has bean within 
tho past lew hours laid in ruins by fire— 
probably tbs most calamitous one that 
ever visited it. 
At least 900 buildings, 
we think, of every kind, are destroyed, 
besides sn immense deal of property of 
other kinds. Between l l sud 19 o’clock 1 
to.day, w hilst a very heavy gale of wind 
was blowing (rom the South, the greater 
part of tho inhabitants being engaged at 
the various churches, the roof tho old 
ware house known as M'Kays, on tho 
alley neat north of the Bank of Cape 
Fear,was discovered to bo on fire. Almost 
immediately the flames took hold of other 
wooden buildings near by, and awept iii a 
few minutes across Princess street, to tho J 
dwellings of Mrs Robeson, Mr Anderson 
and Mr Caldcr, when all hope was lost 
of saving any of the Northern part of the 
town, above those points, between Front 
and Water, and Flout and second streets. 
Onward and onward tho flames prog res. 
•od, leaping from building to building 
with fearful rapidity. Iii two houri Irmo 
the time alarm was given, tho fire had 
reached the Rail Road Depot buildings, 
a distanco of ihreo.f(girts of a milo from 
where it commenced. Between Princess 
street and tho Rail Road, and Second 
street and thn river, nut more than a doson 
building* are left standing. 
On tho up. 
per %harf, there u sa an immense quanti, 
ty of country produce, such as naval 
stores, lumber, Ate. all of which wa* 
destroyed. Many families lost the whole 
of their fumilure—other* a part. We do 
not think there was every grunt value in 
the merchandise destroyed—tho greater 
part boing got out, as tbs Morea wore 
not so directly in tho range of the fire as 
the dwelling bouse.
